WARRANT 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Danville  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Danville  Fire 
Association  Hall  in  said  Danville,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth 
day  of  March,  next  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing.   (By  ballot) 

2.  To  choose  all  necessary  School  District  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year.   (By  ballot) 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Amendment 
to  the  existing  Danville  Zoning  Ordinances  as  proposed  by 
the  Danville  Planning  Board  as  follows:  Add  to  Article 
IV. A.,  Permitted  Uses  and  Restrictions,  Residential/Agri- 
cultural Zone,  a  new  section  entitled  "3.  Cluster  Devel- 
opment" as  follows: 

A .  AUTHORITY 

This  section  is  enacted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  RSA  674:21. 

B.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Cluster  Development  ordinance  is  to 
encourage  flexibility  in  the  design  and  development  of 
land,  while  promoting  its  most  efficient  use,  as  well  as 
preserving  natural  features  and  open  space.  All  land  will 
be  retained  and  managed  by  a  homeowners  or  area  associa- 
tion.  No  individual  lots  will  be  ov/ned . 

C.  OBJECTIVES 

The  objectives  of  this  section  and  to  which  any  such  de- 
velopment must  adhere,  are  to: 

1.  Preserve  the  natural  beauty  of  existing  rural   roads, 
topography,  and  wooded  areas  and  to   provide  usable  open 
space  for  recreation   in   close   proximity   to   dwelling 
units . 

2.  Encourage  a  less  sprawling  form  of  development  which 
makes  more  efficient  use  of  land,  requires  shorter  and 
more  efficient  networks  of  streets  and  utilities,  and 
fosters  less  consumption  of  rural  and/or  agricultural 
land. 
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3.  Provide  an  efficient  procedure  which  can  insure  ap- 
propriate high  quality  design,  site  planning,  and  a  high 
level  of  development  amenities. 

4.  Avoid  development  of  portions  of  sites  which  have 
poor  soil  conditions,  high  water  tables,  are  subject  to 
flooding,  or  have  excessively  steep  slopes. 

5.  Provide  a  variety  of  housing  opportunities  for  a  wide 
range  of  ages  and  needs. 

D.  DEFINITIONS 

1.  Cluster  Development:  A  purely  residential  develop- 
ment of  a  tract  of  land,  where  a  number  of  housing  units 
may  be  clustered  or  grouped  on  a  site  with  dimensions, 
frontages  and  setbacks  reduced  from  conventional  sizes. 

2.  Common  Space:  Common  space  is  that  portion  of  the 
tract,  exclusive  of  the  area  needed  for  streets  and  util- 
ities and  the  individual  dwelling  units  within  the  clust- 
er subdivision,  which  shall  be  set  aside  for  the  benefit 
and  enjoyment  of  the  subdivision  property  owners.  The 
area  may  contain  accessory  structures  and  improvements 
necessary  and  appropriate  for  the  educational,  recrea- 
tional, cultural,  social,  or  other  non-commercial  needs, 
as  well  as  any  utility  services  utilized  by  the  ow^^rs  of 
the  common  area,  oi  may  be  open  space  as  defined  in  this 
section.  The  common  area  may  not  consist  principally  of 
land  difficult  to  utilize. 

3.  Open  Space:  Land  uoL  built  upon,  which  must  be  per- 
manently kept  in  that  condition. 

4.  Mandatory  Home  Owners  Association:  A  private  non- 
profit corporation,  association,  or  other  non-profit 
legal  entity  established  by  the  developer  to  manage  and 
support  the  activities  of  the  cluster  development.  Mem- 
bership in  the  said  association  shall  be  mandatory  for 
property  owners  and  made  a  required  covenant  in  any  deed 
Issued  or  passed.  It  shall  provide  voting  and  use  rights 
in  the  common  area  when  applicable  and  may  charge  to  cov- 
er expenses,  which  may  include  tax  liabilities  of  the 
common  area,  recreational  or  utility  facilities.  Arti- 
cles of  Association  or  Incorporation  must  be  acceptable 
to  the  Planning  Board  and  approval  by  Town  Counsel  and 
any  other  municipal,  county,  state  agency,  body  or  de- 
partment required  by  law  to  approve  of  the  same. 

5.  Public  Open  Land:  Land  purchased  by  or  given  to  the 
Town  of  Danville  for  parks,  playgrounds,  or  an  undevel- 
oped open  space  generally  with  the  intention  of  making  it 
accessible  for  public  use. 

E.  GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS 

i.  lo  insure  the  protection  of  pre-existing  residences. 
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in  lieu  of  a  proposed  cluster  development,  the  Planning 
Board  has  the  option  to  require  conventional  subdivision 
development  for  that  area. 

2.  Minimum  Tract  Size:  The  tract,  lot  or  parcel  of  a 
single  or  consolidated  ownership  at  the  time  of  applica- 
tion shall  be: 

a.  At  least  twenty  (20)  contiguous  acres  in  a  residen- 
tial/agricultural zone. 

b.  Must  have  at  least  one  hundred  (100)  foot  frontage  on 
a  class  I  through  Class  V  roadway.  The  access  road 
entering  the  development  shall  be  at  least  a  fifty 
(50)  foot  wide  right-of-way  conforming  to  Town  street 
standards  plus  a  twenty-five  (25)  foot  buffer  on  each 
side.  Internal  roadways  shall  conform  to  Town  street 
standards . 

3.  Permitted  Use:  Single  family  detached  (1  unit),  du- 
plex (2  units) ,  triplex  (3  units)  and  quadplex  (4  units)  ; 
No  structure  shall  exceed  four  (4)  dwelling  units. 

4.  Density:  The  density  of  the  tract  shall  not  exceed 
that  of  residential  zoning.  Building  density  is  to  be 
determined  by  the  method  below: 

Determine  the  acreage  of  usable  tract  area  by  taking  the 
gross  tract  acreage  and: 

a.  Subtract  the  area  of  all  easements,  roadways  and 
utilities. 

b.  Subtract  the  area  of  all  open  water  and  wetlands  as 
defined  by  the  Danville  Wetlands  ordinance. 

c.  Wetlands  soils  may  be  added  to  the  usable  tract  pro- 
v-'^ed  that  this  does  not  exceed  the  area  of  usable 
tract  after  subtracting  a.  and  b.  above. 

d.  Divide  the  usable  tract  area  by  two  (2)  to  determine 
the  number  of  total  dwelling  units. 

5.  Setback  and  Buffers:  Structures  may  be  located  in 
any  manner  on  the  site  provided  that  the  following  dinen- 
tional  standards  are  met: 

a.  External  Setbacks: 

1.  Front  setback.  No  structure  or  parking  area 
shall  be  within  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  of  a 
public  right-of-way  in  existence  prior  tc  the 
cluster  development  proposal. 

2.  Side  and  rear  setback.  No  structure  or  parking 
area  shall  be  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of 
any  abutting  property  line  to  the  subdivision. 

b.  Internal  Setbacks: 

1.  Front  setback  thirty  (30)  feet  from  edge  of  in- 
ternal roadways. 

2.  Structures  shall  be  at  least  fifty  (50)  feet  a- 
part  on  all  sides. 
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c.   Landscape  Buffer: 

1.  A  cluster  development  shall  have  a  twenty-five 
(25)  foot  landscape  buffer  to  provide  an  adequate 
transition  between  abutting  land  uses  and  exist- 
ing Town  roads.  Whenever  possible,  the  natural 
vegetation  shall  be  retained, 

6.  Sewer  and  Water:  The  development  may  be  served  by 
common  water  and  septic  systems,  the  design  and  construc- 
tion of  which  must  be  approved  by  State  and  local  author- 
ities. All  pertinent  local  regulations  regarding  the 
placement  and  construction  of  septic  systems  shall  be  ap- 
plicable, including  the  requirement  for  the  Incorporation 
into  the  project  design  of  alternative,  back-up  leach 
field  areas. 

Any  on-site  well  shall  have  a  protective  radius  as  re- 
quired by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Water  Supply  and  Pol lu- 
tion  Control  Commission.  Such  a  radius  should  be  wholly 
contained  within  the  parcels  property  lines. 
In  no  instance  shall  the  Town  be  required  to  provide  pub- 
lic water  or  sewerage  systems  for  the  cluster  develop- 
ment. No  proposal  involving  community  disposal  systems 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  until  legal  re- 
sponsibility for  c^mership  and  maintenance  is  estab- 
lished. 

7.  Parking.  Off-street  parking,  accessed  by  a  driveway, 
must  be  provided  for  each  individual  unit.  The  area 
shall  be  paved  and  provide  adequate  backup  radius  with 
cars  parked  in  the  lot  (18  feet  for  60  degree  angle  park- 
ing, 22  feet  for  90  degree  angle  parking,  and  12  feet  for 
45  degree  angle  parking) .  Two  (2)  parking  spaces  should 
be  provided  per  unit,  with  one  (1)  extra  space  for  every 
two  living  units,  provided  for  guests.  Access  to  all 
parking  areas  should  be  wide  enough  to  provide  easy  two- 
way  traffic  flow. 

8.  Driveways:  No  driveway  shall  access  more  than  three 
(3)  single  family  or  duplex  tmlts,  or  two  (2)  triple^x  or 
quadplex  structures.  Dual  access  "looped"  driveways  may 
be  required  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  Planning  Board. 

9.  Protprtricn  of  Common  Land:  Open  sp''^'=,  common  arns, 
common  facilities,  private  roadways,  and  other  features 
within  the  cluster  development  shall  be  protected  by  cov- 
enants running  with  the  land  and  shall  be  conveyed  by  the 
property  owners  to  a  homeowners  association,  or  if  mutu- 
ally agreed  upon,  may  be  deeded  to  the  Town,  so  as  to 
guarantee  the  following: 

a.  The  continued  use  of  land  for  the  intended  purpose. 

b.  Continuity  of   proper  maintenance  for  those  portions 
of  the  development  requiring  maintenance. 


c.  The  availability  of  funds  required  for  such  mainten- 
ance. 

d.  Recovery  for  loss  sustained  as  a  result  of  casualty, 
condemnation,  or  otherwise. 

e.  Membership  and  obligations  of  residents  of  the  clust- 
er development  are  outlined  in  covenants  adopted  by 
the  homeowners  association,  tenancy-ln-coramon,  or 
similar  form  of  ownership  and  are  automatic  upon  con- 
veyance of  title  or  lease  to  single-dwelling  units. 
Homeowners  association,  tenancy-in-common  or  similar 
form  of  ownership  shall  include  lien  provisions  and 
shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Attorney  Gener- 
al's office.  Such  documents  may  also  be  subject  to 
review  and  approval  by  the  Planning  Board. 

f.  The  developer  and/or  owner  shall  also  provide  for  ad- 
equate maintenance  of  such  area  set  aside  for  conser- 
vation, park  or  recreation.  Such  developer  and/or 
owner  shall  provide  for  the  insertion  in  all  deeds, 
in  an  approved  form  (which  may  be  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  and/or  Town  Counsel) ,  any  and  all 
safeguards  and  conditions. 

10.  Minimum  Open  Space:  The  open  space  for  all  cluster 
developments  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  per- 
cent of  the  gross  land  area  of  the  development.  No  more 
than  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  open  space  land  shall  con- 
tain wetland  soils  as  defined  by  the  Danville  Wetlands 
ordinance.  The  Planning  Board  reserves  the  right  to  de- 
termine the  appropriateness  of  the  layout  of  the  open 
space. 

11.  Minimum.  Common  Space:   Its   area  shall  be   calculated 
as  twenty  thousand   (20,000)   square  feet  per  dwelling 
unit,  excluding  buildings  and  roads. 

F.  NON-PERMITTED  USES 

A  cluster  development  is  a  purely  residential  development. 
No  secondary  use  shall  be  permitted. 

G .  PROCEDURES 

1.  Review  Process:  A  cluster  development  shall  be 
treated  as  a  subdivision  for  review  and  public  hearing 
purposes,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  Site  Plan  Review 
regulations. 

2.  Legal  Review:  The  legal  review  of  the  proposed  de- 
velopment shall  be  conducted  under  the  conditions  deline- 
ated herein: 

a.  Any  condominium  agreements,  deed  restrictions,  or- 
ganizational provisions  for  a  homeo^^mer's  associa- 
tion, or  any  legal  entities  providing  for  ox^mership 
of  individual  dwelling  units  and  a  sharing  of  certain 
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utilities,  open  space,  common  areas,  and  auxiliary 
facilities  and  structures,  must  be  approved  in  writ- 
ing by  the  Planning  Board  and  by  Town  Counsel  and  any 
other  municipal,  county,  or  state  agency,  body  com- 
mission or  department  required  by  law  to  assure  the 
same. 

b.  The  developer  will  submit  a  suitable  legal  Instrument 
which,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Planning  Board  and/ 
or  Town  Counsel,  will  assure  that  such  open  space 
and/or  common  land  will  continue  to  be  used  for  con- 
servation, park  or  recreation,  and  shall  not  be  dis- 
posed of  by  sale  or  otherwise,  except  to  any  organi- 
zation established  for  the  purpose  of  owning  and 
maintaining  such  open  space.  This  assurance  shall  be 
stipulated  on  the  approved  plan. 

c.  Such  legal  instruments  shall  also  provide  that  the 
Town  of  Danville,  its  agents,  servants,  and  employ- 
ees, may,  without  liability,  enter  upon  such  land 
held  for  conservation,  park  or  recreation  and  remove, 
or  cause  to  be  removed,  anything,  object  or  condition 
which  may  be  deemed  to  be  a  nuisance  or  in  the  nature 
of  a  nuisance. 

3.  Performance  Security:  A  performance  bond  or  other 
acceptable  security  and  other  legal  data  shall  be  submit- 
ted as  required  by  the  Planning  Board  to  ensure  the  com- 
pletion of  streets,  buffers,  and  utilities  in  accordance 
with  the  accepted  plans  and  subdivision  regulations  of 
the  Town  of  Danville  as  adopted. 

4.  Layout:  Building  placement  within  the  site  will  be 
reviewed  and  approved  during  Site  Plan  Review. (By  ballot) 
4.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Amendment 

to  the  existing  Danville  Zoning  Ordinances  as  proposed  by 
the  Danville  Planning  Board  as  follows:  Revise  Article 
IV.A.l.d.,  Permitted  Uses  and  Restrictions,  Residential/ 
Agricultural  Zone,  Multiple-Unit  Dwellings,  as  follows: 
D.  Multiple-unit  dwellings  are  allowed  in  this  district 
provided  all  of  the  following  conditions  are  met: 

1.  The  parcel  shall  consist  of  twenty  (20)  acres  or  less 
and  be  a  lot  of  record  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ar- 
ticle. 

2.  The  number  of  units  per  multiple  unit  dwelling  shall 
be  limited  to  four  (4)  residential  units. 

3.  Lot  area  requirements  shall  be  determined  as  follows: 
a.   For  each  multiple-unit  dwelling  consisting  of: 

two  (2)  units    -  three  (3)  acres  required; 
three  (3)  units   -  four  (4)  acres  required; 
four  (4)  units   -  five  (5)  acres  required. 
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b.  For  every  eight  (8)  units,  two  (2)  additional  acres 
shall  be  set  aside  as  common  area.  The  placement  of 
common  area  shall  be  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

c.  Example: 

Two  (2)   multiple-unit   dwellings   consisting  of  four 
(4)  units  each. 

2  dwellings  x  5  acres/dwelling        =  10  acres 
8  units  X  common  area  2  acre/8  units   =   2  acres 

Total     12  acres 

d.  Acreage  requirements  described  in  3. a.  which  include 
wetlands,  shall  conform  to  Article  VIII  (Wetlands 
Conservation  District)  in  determining  overall  lot 
size . 

e.  Each  3,  4,  or  5  acre  building  site  shall  consist  of 
one  (1)  multiple-unit  dwelling  of  the  appropriate 
unit  size  positioned  in  accordance  with  all  applic- 
able setback  requirements.  Each  site,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  commonland,  shall  abut  a  Class  I 
through  Class  V  highway  (present  or  proposed  in  ac- 
cordance with  subdivision  regulations)  with  a  minimum 
of  two  hundred  (200)  feet  of  frontage.  The  developer 
shall  provide  a  means  for  identifying  the  site  asso- 
ciated with  each  building. 

4.  Multiple-unit  dwellings  shall  not  exceed  thirty  (30) 
feet  in  height  from  the  lowest  point  of  junction  between 
foundation  and  ground  level. 

5.  Earth  berms  shall  be   graded  away  for  a  minimum  dis- 
tance of   fifteen  (15)  feet   from  the   foundation  wall  to 
permit  adequate  draining  from  the  building. 

6.  Each  unit  of  a  multiple-unit  dwelling  with  two  (2)  or 
more  bedrooms  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  Arti- 
cle VII. H. 

7.  Parking:  Off-street  parking  must  be  provided  for 
each  individual  unit.  The  area  shall  be  paved  and  pro- 
vide adequate  backup  radius  (22  feet  wide  for  90  degree 
angle  parking;  18  feet  wide  for  60  degree  angle  parking 
and  12  feet  wide  for  45  degree  angle  parking)  with  cars 
parked  in  the  lot.  Two  (2)  parking  spaces  should  be  pro- 
vided for  guests.  Access  to  all  parking  areas  should  be 
wide  enough  to  provide  easy  two-way  traffic  flow. 

8.  If  the  development  or  building  is  to  be  regulated  by 
an  Association,  all  procedures  and/or  requirements  for 
the  aforementioned  contained  under  the  Town's  Cluster  Or- 
dinance will  also  be  applicable  (By  ballot) 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Amendment 
to  the  existing  Danville  Zoning  Ordinances  as  proposed  by 
the  Danville  Planning  Board  as  follows:  Add  to  Article 
II,  Definitions: 
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N.   DWELLING 

Any  legal  hoine  of  record  in  the  Town  of  Danville,  used  ex- 
clusively for  residential  occupancy.

Units  utilized  in  Danville  should  be  certified  by 
the  Recreational  Vehicle  Industry  Association,  or  equiva- 
lent and  the  vehicle  should  bear  the  applicable  l.D.  (By 
ballot)

1987  was  a  year  of  learning  for  both  myself 
any  my  officers.  As  my  first  full  year  as  Chief 
comes  to  a  close,  I  look  back  at  the  constant 
learning  experiences  of  this  position.  Again  this 
year  several  of  our  officers  took  advantage  of 
available  training  programs.  This  department  can 
now  be  proud  of  having  officers  trained  in  a  number 
of  specialized  fields  including:  photography,  ac- 
cident investigation,  fingerprinting,  prosecution 
law  and  juvenile  law.

I  would 
also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  you 
that  children  under  5  years  old,  traveling  by  motor 
vehicle,  are  required  to  be  in  an  approved  child 
restraint,  and  also  to  remind  you  to  please  drive 
safely. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Dan- 
ville for  their  cooperation,  assistance  and  support 
given  to  our  Police  Department  this  year  and  look 
forward  to  a  safe  and  progressive  1988.

PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  first  part  of  1987,  the  Planning 
Board  activity  continued  at  a  pace  in  excess  of 
prior  years.  The  second  half  of  the  year  saw  a 
drop  in  planning  work  in  conjunction  with  proposed 
developments.  However,  an  increase  in  activity  in 
preparation  for  the  1988  Town  Meeting  and  the  as- 
sociateH  proposed  warrant  articles  kept  the  Board 
busy  during  their  regular  meetings  and  numerous 
work  sessions. 

Subdivisions  presented  to  the  Board  continued 
to  increase  in  overall  size  as  well  as  complexity. 
One  multi-family  development  on  Sandown  Road  was 
presented  and  approved  as  condex  units. 

Over  the  past  few  years,  issues  which  seemed 
to  be  consistently  rising  centered  around:  land 
preservation;  lower  overall  construction  costs;  and 
seasonal  useage,  to  name  a  few.  This  resulted  in 
The  Planning  Board  working  diligently  in  developing 
the  proposed  Cluster  Ordinance. 

The  Board's  belief  is,  if  approved,  that  this 
ordinance  will  help  reduce  building  costs  by  allow- 
ing contractors  to  build  on  a  small  percent  of  the 
overall  required  acreage.  This  concept  requires 
less  roadway  and  land  clearing,  maintains  the  cur- 
rent two  acre  density  and  preserves  a  major  portion 
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of  the  land  in  its  original  state. 

The  Board  worked  to  clarify  our  cumbersome 
multi-family  ordinance  by  writing  and  proposing  for 
the  Townspeople  a  more  clearly-stated  ordinance. 
The  Board  is  also  proposing  that  this  article  be 
applicable  for  areas  of  twenty  acres  or  less,  while 
the  cluster  developments  will  be  applicable  for 
twenty  acres  or  more. 

The  Board  has  attempted  to  clarify  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  definitions  regarding  "dwelling"  and  "re- 
creational vehicle/camping  trailer",  in  addition  to 
changing  the  supplemental  regulations  regarding 
seasonal  vehicles.  The  rewriting  of  the  regulation 
basically  states  that  seasonal  units  may  be  util- 
ized from  April  1st  to  October  30th.  From  October 
31st  to  March  31st ,  occupancy  of  these  vehicles  may 
be  for  no  longer  than  two  week  intervals  after 
which  time  units  must  be  vacant  for  twenty-one  con- 
tinuous days . 

Membership  continued  to  be  a  problem  with  the 
Board.  As  a  result,  we  again  urge  Townspeople  who 
may  be  interested  in  working  as  members  of  the 
Planning  Board  to  please  come  forward  and  contact 
any  current  Board  members  or  the  Selectmen. 

The  Town's  Master  Plan  was  approved  and  copies 
were  printed  and  distributed  to  key  personnel. 
Copies  for  general  perusal  are  available  at  the  Li- 
brary and  Town  Hall . 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission  for  its  help  with  the  Master 
Plan  and  Cluster  Ordinance.  We  would  also  like  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  help  and  as- 
sistance throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  we  are 
grateful  to  those  citizens  and  departments  who  have 
expressed  their  concerns  and  gave  their  ideas. 
They  all  helped  in  making  our  job  easier.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Danville  Conservation  Commission  is  re- 
sponsible for  review  of  local  development  with  an 
eye  toward  protection  of  natural  resources.  The 
Commission  has  six  full-time  members,  and  meets  on 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month. 

During  1987  the  Commission  reviewed  many 
Dredge  &  Fill  and  building  permit  applications. 
When  necessary,  members  provided  on-site  inspec- 
tions of  proposed  building  areas  in  order  to  ensure 
that  the  Danville  Wetlands  Ordinance  was  complied 
with.  The  Ordinance  restricts  development  of  wet- 
land areas,  thereby  protecting  open  spaces,  ground- 
water, and  wildlife  habitat. 

Members  of  the  Commission  also  investigated  a 
new  organization  created  by  the  N.  H.  Legislature — 
the  Trust  for  N.  H.  Lands.  The  Legislature  has 
made  $7,000,000.  available  to  towns  in  1988  and  the 
Spring  of  1989  toward  purchase  of  rights  to  areas 
of  natural  and/or  historical  significance.  The 
Conservation  Commission  has  identified  potential 
conservation  areas  in  Danville.  With  the  help  of 
the  Selectmen,  members  have  drafted  a  warrant  ar- 
ticle creating  a  task  force  for  land  protection. 
The  Task  Force  will  seek  local  matching  for  State 
Funds  and  expedite  the  process  of  bringing  Dan- 
ville's shrinking  natural  resources  under  Town  pro- 
tection.

1987  ANIMAL  CONTROL  REPORT 

The  Animal  Control  Department  was  busy  again 
this  year. 

The  big  problem  we  have  had  has  been  with  the 
people  who  own  the  animals.  We  responded  to  all 
kinds  of  calls  at  all  hours  and  heard  all  kinds  of 
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reasons  why  animals  are  running  loose  and  getting 
into  trouble.  It  is  not  more  humane  to  let  a  dog 
run  loose.  It  is  more  humane  to  restrain  the  dog 
so  that  it  won't  pick  up  a  disease  or  be  poisoned 
from  garbage,  hit  by  a  car  or  shot  in  the  woods.  A 
new  leach  law  will  hopefully  be  adopted  in  1988. 
If  this  law  is  adopted  owners  of  dogs  running  loose 
could  face  a  court  fine  of  $110.00  or  more. 

Don't  forget  to  license  your  dog  in  "88".  If 
you  are  summoned  to  court  for  a  non-licensed  dog 
you  will  pay  a  $55.00  fine  or  more. 

The  Town  is  having  another  rabies  clinic- 
watch  for  notices. 

I  am  looking  for  an  assistant,  one  who  loves 
animals,  has  patience  with  people,  and  doesn't  mind 
being  called  out  at  all  hours.   Call  me  382-5630.
